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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 12 and 13), filed 7/23/2008, with 
respect to claims 7-9 and 13-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 7-9 and 13-18 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* The rejected have been amended as suggested to overcome the rejection 
under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, and 35 USC 101; 

* The present invention provides a new apparatus, method, and computer 
readable medium for coding and decoding information, which is possible to estimate the 
recorded code pattern to decode the information which has been coded at high density 
with good efficiency (specification, page 14, paragraph [0034]). 

Particularly, the new apparatus, method and computer readable medium 
comprise the following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination 
does not teach: 

- arranging pixels which represent the information bits in a code area, which is an 
area of (m-o)x(n-p) pixels within a code block of mxn pixels (where o and p are natural 
numbers which satisfy 0<o<m and 0<p<n); and arranging no pixels which represent the 
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information bits in a guide area, which is an area of the other pixels within the code 
block of mxn pixels (see independent claims 1 , 2, 7, 8, 13, 14); 

- a code pattern estimation unit... images in an ideal state (see independent 
claim 4); 

- receiving input... are arranged; estimating... images in an ideal state (see 
independent claim 10); 

- a process of receiving... images in an ideal state (see independent claim 16).
